in those few feverish moments, was so 
dramatic in its character, so thrilling 
in its intensity, that few who witnessed 
it will ever be able to giro a succinct 
account of what did really occur. Even 
tho actors in the principal roles had 
blanched faces, trembling limbs and 
beating 
hearts, while their brains 


throbbed with conflicting emotions so 
chaotic that it will be difficult for them 
to render a lucid narrative of the events. 
Of ail the multitude who witnessed tho 
tragedy or took part in it, but one mind 
retained its equilibrium, one hand its 
steadiness, one eye its unflinching gnze 
and one voice its normal tone. 


They wero the mind, tho head, the 


eye aud tho voice of President McKin- 
ley.

After the first shock of the assassin's 


shot, the president retreated a step, 
then turned and walked steadily to a

The strength of the 
president holds out well and there ig 
nothing immediately alarming in his 
condition.

MoKinley is in a very nervous 


condition, the result of the great shock 
by the frightful news. She is bearing 
up well and is constantly encouraged. 


Blood poisoning is of course tho fear 


under the circumstances. The general 
health of the president .was good and 
this is considered veay favorable and it 
is hoped will assist him in throwing oS 
the poison that is likely to be caused by 
the wound.

Once again yes- 
terday President Shaffer of the associa- 
tion had a chance to get bis organiza- 
tion out of the light with as little hu- 
miliation as it can expect, lie let the 
chance go by. and last night the trust 
gave up hope of a peaceful settlement 
and sent out orders to start up all of its 
mills this morning. 


Yesterday was spent by tbe Amalga- 


mated advisory board in secret confer- 
ence behind doors that were guarded 
closer than ever before. The newspa- 
per "dead line" was drawn most effect- 
ually. When the final adjournment for 
the day came at about (5:30 p. in., those 
who had been inside headquarters re- 
fused to say n word in answer to insist- 
ent questioners and volunteered 
no 


statement. 


Whe-n the meeting was over, it wns 


learned for the first time that Presi- 
dent Shaffer had not been with his col- 
leagues during the afternoon session. 
Secretary Williams also disappeared 
shortly after the adjournment. 


Humors were current Jill the evening 


that the two gentlemen -had gone to 
New York, but at a late hour last night 
both Mr. Shaffer and Mr. Williams 
were found at their homes. Mr. Wil- 
liams stated that neither Mr. Shaffer 
nor any other otlicial of the associa- 
tion was going to New York. 


While no otlicial statement was made

The Inventors 
of the light that Is to rob the sea of its 
Inhabitants say It will revolutionize the 
'fishing.Industry. The Captains Coura-

-are to be no more. Instead, a handful 
'of electricians will go down to the sea, 
^resg a button, and, lo, hundreds of 
fish, drawn by an irresistible power, 
will find themselves 'flapping around 
the deck of a boat.

dick and Francis G. Hall, Jr., Yale 
boys, who were graduated last year. 
The practical possibilities of the light 
were explained to TV. S. Mead, the mil- 
lionaire, and the building of four boats 
designed specially for this kind 
of. 


deep sea fishing Is now under way. 


On each of the boats there will be 


four electric lamps on cables 200 feet 
long. Each light will be lowered In a 
net which will be automatically open- 
ed. Tho weight of the fish will close 
it. Each boat will be equipped with a 
complete electric lighting plant, and 
wherever possible wood will be used 
10 deaden sound. For night fishing the 
docks will bo brilliantly lighted. 


The lamp consists of an 
upper 


mechanism chamber solenoid and other 
mechanism. The lower chamber is In- 
closed by a glass globe, which Is her- 
metically seated to the upper chamber 
by rubber gaskets. Inside the lower 
chamber are placed an inner globe and 
tlic carbon.

To Make Ozone by Electricity. 


A patent has recently boon taken out 


in Germany for the production of ozone 
by the electrification of the air by a 
process which reduces the heat gener- 
ated and, therefore, the formation of 
oxides of nitrogen to a minimum. The 
apparatus to be preferred has its elec- 
trodes covered with a very large num- 
ber of points and separated by glass 
plates. The great point appears to be 
to inaice the electric discharge as near- 
ly invisible as possible. 


TESTING OCEAN CURRENTS. 


How Itnscta and America* Conduct 


Interesting Experiments. 


One of the Interesting scientific ex- 


periments of the time i§ that quietly 
solng on year after year, under the 
jwint direction of the Russian govern- 
ment and our own, for the exact de- 
termination of the direction and ve- 
locity of ocean currents. 


All American and Russian warships 


and merchant vessels carry with them 
a supply of empty beer bottles, sa/s 
the New York World. As they trav- 
erse the seas thousands of these bottles 
are "cast upon tl e waters," to be re- 
covered "after many days." Each bot- 
tle carries a record telling: when and 
where it began to drift. Whenever one 
Is sighted by a Yankee or Russian ship, 
it-is picked up and a record made of 
where and v/hen it was found. Then 
it is corked up aud again sent adrift, 
to be picked up again and again and 
similarly used until perhaps it has in- 
dicated the force and direction of the 
currents over many thousands of miles 
of sea. 


The records of our hydrographic of- 


fice show that many of these bottles 
have drifted from 5,000 to 8,000 miles 
at a speed varying from 2 to 3o miles 
a day. 
The accumulated reports of 


several years have already yielded val- 
uable information. 
Bottles cast Into 


the sea near the equator tend west- 
ward and usually bring up in the West 
Indies or on the coast of Mexico. Along 
our Atlantic coast aud north of the 
fortieth parallel bottles generally drift 
to tho northward and eastward and 
are picked up on the north coast of 
Ireland or even farther north. A fact 
not yet explained is that bottles thrown 
into the stretch of the Atlantic that 
lies between latitude 25 degrees to 40 
degrees north and longitude oO degrees 
to CO degrees west, which is crossed 
by numerous steamship routes, are 
very rarely seen again. Only six out 
of many hundreds have been recovered 
since 1888. 


Here's a Pleasant Prospect. 


This summer's excessive heat is ex- 


plained by a Chicago scientist in a way 
calculated to give both chills and fever 
to that part of humanity which accepts 
his explanation. 
He asserts that the 


earth in its annual revolution about 
the sun is approaching nearer and 
nearer to that orb every summer and 
getting farther and farther away every 
winter. The ultimate result, he avers, 
will bo that the, inhabitants of this 
sphere will be alternately baked and 
frozen until no living being is left 


• The use of gas to make the hair grow 
is one of the latest medical discoveries. 
,The gas employed is oxygen. A large 
cap fits tightly round,the head and is 
supplied with oxygen from a bag which 
Is slung over the patient's shoulders. 
It is worn for a few hours every day 
and even in cases of absolute baldness 
Is said to produce a more or less luxu- 
riant crop of hair. 


The discovery was made at the Oxy- 


gen hospital, London. Tho gas is used 
for the cure of quite a number of dis- 
eases. A woman was undergoing the 
oxygen euro for skin disease, and one 
of her arms had for many days been 
placed in a light airtight box filled with 
ithe gas. 
It was soon noticed that on 


that part of the arm that was1 unaf- 
fected by the disease* the growth of 
'hair was much stimulated, and'this 
naturally suggested oxygen ns a cure 
for baldness. 


The first experiment was made upon 


a woman who had completely lost her 
hair, and It was found that after a few 
.works' treatment there was quite a 
etrong growth. 


In his recent work on Luzon Dr. 


Ilinne of Hanover gives an interesting 
description of a vl«'t to the gold dig- 
gings In tho Candelarla goldlield. In 
the more elevated portions of the Can- 
delnrla district little trouble is given by 
waler, but the air in the mines is often 
too foul to breathe. Ventilation is pc- 
cured by lowering into the shaft a bas- 
ket of burning coals. If there nre two 
connecting shafts, this device creates 
n pood draft down one and up the 
other. 


I>r. Rinue's own shaft had reached 


the depth of 00 feet. At the bottom 
nearly naked workmen were outline; 
galleries by the light of little torches 
and sending up baskets of ore and 
refuse. These were hauled up by means 
of a wooden capstan worked by two 
n en. This is Filipino gold mining as 
it has been carried on from time im- 
memorial. 


The gold bearing ore is then crushed 


by pounding- wirh stones or on a larger 
scale ground In an arrasta, or mill, 
driven by a yoke of oxen. It is then 
washed In shallow wooden pans to cot 
rid of the bulk of the lighter material. 
Tho product of this first washing Is 
again washed in cocoanut shells and 
yields a quantity of gold In dust and 
small particles. 


A vegetable sap called gogo is used 


in this process to precipitate the liner 
dust. Finally the dust is packed in 
small mussel shells and molted over a 
charcoal fire. This accounts for the 
peculiar shell-like form in which Fili- 
pino gold appears in the market. 


The newest scientific discovery is pre- 


ventive Inoculation for plant diseases, 
says the- New York Herald. It offers 
to the world a novel means of fighting 
the numerous maladies which attack 
the garden, the orchard and the ripen- 
ing field crops. Hypodermic injections 
of certain germ cultures are given to 
the plants, which, being mildly sicken- 
ed for awhile, presently recover and 
are thereafter proof against infection— 
veritable vegetable immunes, in fact. 


Plants, like animals, are subject to 


ever so many diseases, most of them 
caused by germs of one kind or anoth- 
er. Such micro organisms when they 
food on the loaves cause what are called 
"rusts" and "smuts" and frequently do 
an Immense amount of damage. 
Often 


the fruit in garden or orchard rots in 
the very act of ripening, and this Is as 
likely as not to be occasioned by a pe- 
culiar bacterium known to science aa 
tho Bacillus putrefaciens. 


This bacillus has been chosen as a 


special favorite for the inoculation 
•u ork. It grows rapidly on gelatin and 
i« easily utilized in a suitable solution 
for injections. Wheat, oats, beans, sun- 
flowers and radishes when treated in 
this way show symptoms of being un- 
well, but soon throw them off and are 
thenceforth proof not only against 
"plant rot," but also against other com- 
mon maladies due to germs. 


The bacillus in feeding on the gelatin 


multiplies at a great rate and inci- 
dentally develops a poison peculiar to 
itself. This poison, or toxin, as experts 
call it. can be separated from the 
germs themselves by a simple process 
of filtering. Then it may be used by 
itself in making the injections, and, as 
far as shown, it has the same effect in 
rendering the plant immune. 
It ap- 


pears to communicate the symptoms 
of tho complaint without tho actual 
malady, but the result is equally satis- 
factory. 


Developing Odor la Flowers. 


Accounts from St. Louis say that an 


enthusiastic lover of flowers lias suc- 
ceeded in breeding an odoriferous race 
of tulips and that he is now engaged

An invention for supplying fresh air 


for the inside of railway cars carrying | 
fruit, milk or other perishable mer- 
chandise has been worked out on a sim- 
ple basis by Jerry Holly of Chicago, a 
retired railroad man. No assertion is 
made that his invention will take the 
place of refrigerator cars. 
It is ex- 


pected only to reduce the temperature 
to the extent that is possible by pro- 
pelling drafts of fresh air through a 
car from largo fans under the floor that 
are operated 0$ power taken from the 
axle through cogwheels. The force of 
the current of air will vary with the 
velocity of the car in motion. 


Mr. Holly asserts that the fans will 


drive out foul air and keep a constant 
current of cool, fresh air in a car in 
transit, which will preserve ripe fruit 
or milk for longer periods than they 
could be preserved in ordinary closed 


How Artificial Ivory Is Itlade. 


Artificial ivory makers now use a 


material prepared from the bones of 
sheep and the wasto pieces of door and 
kid skin. 
The bones are macerated 


and bleached in chloride of lime for a 
fortnight, then heated by steam with 
the skin until a fluid mn?s is formed. 
when a little alum is added. Tlic prod- 
uct Is filtered, dried in air and hard- 
ened in a bath of alum, the white, 
.ough plates resulting being more easily 
worked than natural ivory. 


Human Resistance to Heat. 


People recovering from one or the 


other of the heat waves of this sum- 
mer may be shocked to know that 
while the official mercury reached 102 
degrees it is quite possible for the 
human system to tone itself up to with- 
stand GOO degrees of heat.

• Jnund'the Expedition. Tliot Maflo tie 
/Indian Chief a. Captive. 


An Interesting story of how General 


HenryJW. .Lawton received command 
of the detachments which were- assign- 
ed by General Miles to capture Geronl- 
mo/and Xatchez and their Apaches was 
told in the army building recently. 
• General;Miles, it seems, had made up 
his mind to send" out a detachment of 
Infantry aud a detachment of cavalry 
with*orders not to return until .Gcroni- 
mo was either killed or captured. The 
orders had not been issued, but it was 
quite generally known throughout the 
department of the west that such a 
move was contemplated. Every officer 
who was in any way ambitious was 
aching for a chance to head the expedi- 
tion, but no hint as to who would be 
chosen could be obtained. 


It was known, however, that if a field 


officer was not appointed to command 
the two detachments General Miles 
would assign a cavalry olliccr to the 
post of honor. There was no chance 
that an infantry officer would be cho- 
sen. 
Meanwhile word had come that 


Geronlmo had crossed over the line in- 
to Mexico. At that time tho United 
States government had an agreement 
•with Mexico whereby the armies of ei- 
ther nation when, pursuing: a hot trail 
might cross the line aud enter cither 
country. They were also at liberty to 
carry prisoners back to the respective 
countries. 


Before ordering out his expedition 


General Miles, accompanied by Major 
Amos S. Kimball, set out for a small 
town on the Mexican border, where he 
mot the governor of the Mexican prov- 
I'.ice into which Gerouimo had entered. 
The confeience was satisfactory! and 
General Miles on his return to head- 
quarters stopped over at Fort lluachn- 
CM, where the Fourth cavalry was sta- 
tioned. The general was entertained 
by the colonel of the regiment, and Ma- 
jor Kimball put up in Captain Law- 
ton's qnatters. Hut little sleep he got 
thai niuhl, for Lawton wanted to com- 
mand that e.\pediii<m, and be declared 
lhat nothing else on earth wouM satis- 
fy him. He sat up half the- night iin- 


! pressing his \isitor with his fitness for 
1 the command. 


Major Kimball had heard of Lawton 


before, as indeed had nil the-army. His 
fame as a lighter was second to none. 
In sefT>'l lie had formulated plans tor 
the capture of the Apache chieftain, 
and thi-ie- was nut a detail that had 
been overlooked. He outlined to Major 
Kimball his ideas of bow a successful 
(iimpalgii against the Apaches should 
be conducted, and in conclusion lit.- pro- 
duced ;l letter from n former colonel 
who had recently been made a briga- 
dier general. The writer, in recom- 
mending Captain Luwion for promo- 
tion, snid that he felt that Lawton was 
a man <d' so line a record and soldierly 
attainments that he hesitated in recom- 
mending a man \\hoin he knew was 
vastly superior tu himself. "I feel," 
concluded the new brigadier general, 
"that Lnwton should be recommending 
me. It Is assumption on my part to 
prnise Mm. lie is above such praise as 
mine." That is, the letter ran ns nearly 
like that as the ollicer who told this 
story eoiild remember. 


At nil events General Miles and Ma- 


jor Kimball went to headquarters the 
ne\t morning, and before 
nightfall 


Lnwton was there, too, in response to a. 
telegram. The. captain was then duly 
detailed to command the expedition, 
and in a day or so it started out. Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood, by the way, went 
along as surgeon in the infantry de- 
tachment. 


The expedition was gone for months. 


Occasionally a hcliographic message 
Would be received, but otherwise the 
soldiers had disappeared us completely 
as though they had never existed. Fi-

Well do I remember a certain arcb-

"During our first year in Colorado," 


said the ex-ranchman's wife, "my daugh- 
ter and nij"sel£ were desperately lone- 
some, and for the girl's sake more than 
for my own I urged my hiibband to try 
his utmost and" get a piano brought there.

I had heard 
no sound, everything was as still as 
death, but there was just a consciousness 
that something was outside. 


"I moved cautiously, peered out slowly 


and drew back suddenly. A huge snake 
was coiled up close under the window. 
Its body was, perfectly still, its head 
poised in a listening attitude and swaying 
slightly from side to side, as if in rhyth- 
mic movement with the music. I did not 
see this all at once. I took ia the situa- 
tion after I returned to the window and 
stood there watching the creature out of 
range of his eye and wondering if my 
presence would make itself felt and di- 
vert its interest from the music. But no; 
I don't believe even speech would have 
broken the spell. The creature seemed 
dazed, entranced, fascinated! 


"After watching him for a time 1 went 


quietly over to my daughter and without 
startling her by so much as a hint of my 
strange discovery I asked her to desist 
for a few moments from the minor and 
semiweird notes she was playing and 
strike into one or two lively airs. She 
did so, while I returned and watched the 
reptile. 


"After a couple of minutes of the rat- 


tling music the snake began to grow rest- 
ive. It reared its head, beat it from side 
to side and showed other symptoms of 
restlessness or anger. The music kept 
on; the snake began to writhe and shiver 
as if fn distress; finally it uncoiled and 
glided away out of sight in the under- 
brnsli. 


"When I told my discovery to the male 


portion of the family, they were all ready 
to watch for that snake and kill him at 
the first opportunity, but I forbade that. 
I desired to make a further study of his 
love of music, and I did so. I prepared 
my daughter to look for his advent again, 
and his snakeship did not disappoint us. 
Again and again we watched him creep 
to his musical rendezvous, and again and 
again we tested the quality of his mu- 
sical tastes. We proved beyond the 
shadow of a doubt that low, sweet music, 
minor, sad or weird notes, fascinated that 
snake, and that anything lively or noisy. 
repelled him. 


"I grew positively Interested in the 


study and even found myself bestowing 
a sort of human pity on the reptile, but 
it resulted in no good, for the other mem- 
bfrs of the family did not share my feel- 
ings, nnd I must finish my story by say- 
ing that the creature's love for Chopin's 
nocturnes cost him his life during one of 
his visits under our window."— New York 
Sun.

who long for moie covering on their 
bones are very gem-rally left to discover 
for themselves, if they can, a moans to 
gain their end. 


Thinness, like obesity, may be duo to 


some constitutional defect in nutrition, 
often running in the family, or it may be 
a symptom o£ chronic disease. A grad- 
ual loss o£ tlosh without any apparent 
cause in one who has been iu previous 
good condition is a suspicions sign and 
should lead one to seek a careful med- 
ical examination, so that the cause, 
whatever it- may be, may be discovered 
and corrected while there is time. 


Other persons have always been too 


thin while seeming iu other respects to 
be in fair health. To such a few simple 
directions may be of service. 


Thin persons are very apt to be nerv- 


ously strung, fretting over trifles and 
borrowing trouble on every possible occa- 
sion. They sleep poorly, dream much 
and are always in a state of 
their waking hours. They are not un- 
commonly large eaters, but their food is 
for the most part meat and is bolted with 
very little mastication. 
It will l)u of little use to modify the 


.diet in such cases unless the nervousness 
is treated at the same time. The person 
must avoid all things which stimulate 
the nervous system—exciting novels and 
theatrical pieces, the use of tobacco, cof- 
fee, 
tea and so forth. 
The diet should 


consist largely of articles of a fattening 
nature, 
such 
as 
starchy 
vegetables 


sweets, butter and fat meats. 
Meals 


should be small, but frequent. 
A certain 


amount of nourishment taken in six por- 
tions will maKe more ilesli than the same 
amount divided into three meals 


Chocolate may be substituted for tlio 


morning tea or coffee. 
Water should be 


drunk in large quantities at other than 
mealtimes, but fluids should be taken 
sparingly with the meals. Cod liver oil, 
if it does not nauseate, should be taken 
regulaily: i£ it cannot bo. tolerated, cream 
may be substituted. 


The night hours of sleep should be long, 


nmi a nap may be taken with advantage 
in the middle of the day.—Youth's Com- 
panion.

Count Sergey de Smolianinoff, who 


died In V-'ashingtou a few uionthstago 
In poverty, loft tchind au invention in 
perfecting which he spent the last few 
years of Ills life. It was a high ex- 
plosive, to which he gave the name of 
cerberite, says the Philadelphia Times. 
Some Washington business men had 
become interested In his invention, and 
recently the new explosive was prac- 
tically tested. The material used was 
T>() per cent corberite, the equivalent of 
oO per cent dynamite, made up in the 
usual form of cartridges or sticks. 
About 70 pounds were placed Iu iilue 
deep holes drilled in tough blue sand- 
stone ledge. 
When all was ready, an 


electric button was touched. 
Instantly 


flames leaped out of the nine holes and 
with a rushing sound au immense body 
of stone torn from the hillside fell to 
the quarry floor.

It may be struck with a hammer, 
rubbed with simdpaper, burned In a 
bright llaine without exploding.

WILL REGENERATE FOUL AIR 


Novel and Important Invention of 


Two French Scientists. 


It appears from an article in a recent 


number of La Nature that some time.' 
last year Desgres and Balthazard, 
called attention to a substance which j 
Js used Iu dyeing and which in contact 
with water becomes decomposed into 
oxygen and soda. The substance ia 
called binoxide of sodium, and Sn some 
experiments performed at the Vacuity \ 
of Medicine lately It was shown that 
animals could be kept alive for hours 
In closed vessels by regenerating the 
exhausted air with this chemical. This 
led to the discovery that by throwing 
binoxide of sodium In small quantities 
into water In a hermetically sealed 
vessel a sxifficient quantity of oxygen 
was disengaged for respiration, while 
the soda simultaneously formed fixed 
the expired carbonic acid of the air, 
and that at the same time a destruc- 
tion by oxidation of the toxins in the 
gas from the lungs took place.

An .apparatus lias been patented by 


and Asa L. Stump of Nor- 


mantown, AY. Vn., -which it wonhl 
seem should do fiwny with the neces- 
sity of docking vessels in order to 
clcnn their bottoms.
